These were much nicer 
than most of the ones we saw in and around Hong Kong. Singa- 
pore has an annual rainfall of 95 inches; and the trees, grass and 
all the plants were luxurious. Conditions did’ not; seem to be 
very crowded, and the people were bustling and things seemed 
to be thriving. Fifty percent of the people are under twenty 
years of age. The Moslems are allowed to have four wives, and 
many concubines, This was the most cosmopolitan city. we visit- 
ed, and it seemed to be a cross section'of the world. We saw many 
men with turbans on, and women in sarias on the street, and also 
in the restaurants, The Missionary, Miss Schoeman, told us that 
the men never cut their hair, and as we were being driven around 
the city she pointd out to us a small boy of about eight years of 
e with his hair tied up on top of his head. Later she showed 
us a boy of about twelve years of age who had on a smal] tur- 
ban. We did not shop at-all while in Singapore, but spent all of 
our time seeing the many wonderful and sometimes unbeliev- 
able sights.
